SABRE DRIVING 


Sleek and plistening, the auto- 
motive industry's 1940 models are 
now rolling off the assembly lines 
and taking their places on the 
highways of the nation. 

Even a brief examination of 
these cars shows that once again 
this year engineers have succeed- 
ed in designing and building safer 
cars than ever before, 

Thus the automobile industry is 
doing its part to reduce the motor 


vehicle accident toll in this coun- 
try which in 1938, alone, brought 
death to $2,400 persons and in- 
juries to 1,150,000 others, In all, 
20,500,000 drivers were involved in 
6,500,000 accidents, 

If this frightful toll is to be re- 
duced, warns a national safety 
education department, the cooper- 
ation of every driver in the United 
States must be enlisted. A car, no 
matter how modern, is only as safe 
as the driver at the wheel, 

Fundamental rules for safe and 
sane driving’ suggested by the 
safety department include the fol- 
lowing: 

1, Make a habit of safe-driving 
practices until they become second 
nature to you, 

2, Always he patient at the 
wheel, Impatience only leads you 
into taking long chances, 

3. Always be alert and atten- 
tive while at the wheel, A split 
second of inattention may cost you 
a lifetime of regret. 

4. Keep a sharp lookout when 
approaching intersections or park- 
ea cars, A pedestrian or another 
car may suddenly appear, 


5. Avoid cutting in and out of 
traffic. A car is not like a brok- 


en field runner in football, 

6. Always allow ample space 
between your car and the car 
ahead. 

7. Be sure that you are in good 
physical condition when you drive, 
Remember that fatigue handicaps 
your driving abilities and slows 
your reactions, while alcohol tends 
to impair your judgment. 

8, Always use hand signals so 
that other drivers may know what 
you are planning to do next, 

9, Always grant the other fel- 
low his right-of-way—but never 
fight for your own. 

10, Pass other vehicles only 
when the road is Straight and clear 
ahead of you and you are sure that 
you will haye ample time to get 
by. Passing on curves and hills 
can be fatal, 

1k, Always regulate your speed 
according to driving conditions. 
Onder certain conditions, 45 miles 
an hour may be safe, yet in other 
situations, 25 miles an hour may 
be excessive, ; 

12, Remember that high speeds 
are doubly wearing on the car 
and on the driver, Always reduce 
Speeds after sundown or when vis- 
ibility is poor, 

13, Keep your car mechanical- 
ly safe—your brakes, tires and 
other mechanical parts in good 
running condition, 

14, Study and obey the rules 
of the road. They are made for 
your protection. 

15, Always drive so that you 
set a good example in highway 
courtesy,

Shipwrecked U. S. Citizens, 
Wounded Poles, Refugees, 
Repatriates Aided 


Washington.—The American Red 
Cross moved quickly at the onset of 
hostilities In BHurope to organize re- 
lief for war sufferers and give ald to 
Amertean citizens stranded in dan- 
ger zones or rescued from sea-war- 
fare catastrophe, 

Red Cross officials pointed out 
that following contact of German- 
Polish forces on September 1, the or- 
ganization made available medical 
rellef for clvillans and armies of 
Poland; provided aid for Americans 
repatriating from Hurope as they 
landed in the United States ports; 
granted medical and maintenance 
assistance to American survivors of 
the “Athenta,” first sea casualty of 
the war; gave financial ald to the 
American Hospital in Paris, France, 
and developed a comprehensive 
communications system to allay the 
fears of distraught relatives, 

Norman H. Davis, chairman, 
cabled the International Red Cross 
Committee in Geneva on September 
l asking what rellef would be need- 
ed from the American Red Cross, In 
a first step in consolidating Red 
Cross relief forces throughout the 
nation, 3,700 Red Cross chapters 
were authorized to begin producing 
refugee garments and to accept con- 
tributions for war relief, 

A quick response from the Polish 
Red Cross to Chalrman Dayis' cable 
to the International Committee re- 
sulted in an American Red Cross 
appropriation of $50,000 for the pur- 
chase of 45 items of medicines, and 
for army blankets and a quantity of 
large hospital tents capable of hous- 
ing 50 stretcher cases each, 

A grant of $25,000 was also made 
to the American Hospital in Paris 
to evacuate American patients from 
the hospital and to purchase in the 
United States a 100 bed hospital 
unit for shipment to the American 
organization, it was said. 

To meet needs which were 
thought likely to result from bom- 
bardment of rural villages and the 
passage of hostile armies, the Red 
Cross called upon 21 of its large city 
chapters to roll surgical dressings 
of a special new type for European 
warfare injuries. More than 600,000 
yards of gauze were purchased and 
40,000 pounds of cotton, enough to 
make 157,000 surgical dressings, 

On September 2, the American 
Red Cross announced it was organiz- 
ing to meet repatriating American 
citizens at seaport cities through 
chapter reception committees, Citi- 
zens without resources were given 
temporary shelter, and aided to re- 
settle in thelr former homes or 
work, 

Between September 5 and 7, the 
American Red Cross cabled $20,000 
through the State Department to 
help American survivors of the 
“Athenia,” who had been taken into 
Irish and Scotch ports, 

Red Cross chapters were instruct- 
ed to accept funds for the purchase 
of supplies for impartial distribution 
and funds for purchase of supplies 
for a designated country to be ex- 
pended through the Red Crosg so- 
city of that nation. 

“The Red Cross is not interested 
in the origins of the present con- 
flict,” Chairman Davis declared fol- 
lowing his cabled offer of assistance 
to the International Red Cross Com- 
mittee, ‘As a part of the great Inter- 
national Red Cross it is our duty to 
do what we can to aid the helpless 
civilians who will suffer during the 
hostilities,” 


Record Number of Dis- 
asters Reported by 
Red Cross for Year 


The American Red Cross gave 
emergency relief and rehabilita- 
tion aid to 130,000 sufferers of 
157 disasters in the United States 
during the fiscal year ended June 
30, according to a report sub- 
mitted by DeWitt Smith, newly 
appointed director of the Red 
Cross disaster relief service. 

Mr. Smith said the number 
of disaster operations exceed- 
ed that of any previous year, 
with cloudbursts, epidemics, 
fires, windstorms, snowslides, 
and other catastrophes striking 
in 48 states and the territory of 
Alaska, Red Cross disaster relief 
expenditures totaled $2,276,109 
for the year, 

“Since its founding in 1881 the 
Red Cross has aided victims of 
2,495 disasters here and abroad, 
expending $143,000,000 for rescue, 
food, clothing, shelter, medical 
and nursing ald and the perma- 
nent rehabilitation of families 
unable to re-establish them- 
selyes,” Mr, Smith said, 


Last year the Red Cross helped 
41,000 enlisted men or their families 
through its workers Stationed at 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard Stations and through 
Red Cross chapters from coast to 
coast, Recent Congressional action 
to increase the United States armed 
forces has necessitated expansion of 
this vital service to enlisted men by 
the Red Cross,

Q. How do the amendments af- 
feet workers now already 65 or 
Approaching that age? 

A, Old workers now have an 
opportunity to get monthly bene- 
fits! whereas, under the original 
law, no one who became 65 be- 
fore 1941 could qualify for month- 
ly benefits, 

Q. How soon could a worker 
who was 65 years of age in 1986 
begin receiving monthly benefits ? 

A. A worker who was 65 years 
old in 1986 may begin receiving 
monthly benefits in July, 1940, pro- 
vided he had 4 quarters of coy- 
ered employment in 1939 and 2 
quarters of covered employment in 
1940, 

Q. Is it now possible for a 
worker 65 years old who has re- 
ceived & lump-sum payment from 
the Social Security Board to quali- 
fy for monthly benefits under the 
amendments to the Social Security 
Act? 

A, Yes, Consult the nearest 
field office of the Social Security 
Board for details, 

@. In the event a man who 
has received a lump-sum payment 
qualifies for monthly benefits, 
What adjustment will be made 
with respect to the money already 
paid him? 

A, The amount of the lump- 
Sum payment which he received 
will be deducted from his month- 
ly payments. 

Q. Must a worker retire in or- 
der to receive his monthly bene- 
Ats7, 

A, Yes, But under the revis- 
ed law, his 65th birthday does not 
necessarily mark the end of his 
participation in the insurance plan, 
He will continue to accumulate 
wage credits as long as he works 
in a job coyered by the program, 
no matter how old he is, 

Q. Does a worker have to re- 
tire in order to file a claim for old- 
age insurance benefits? 

A. No, A worker does not 
have to retire from covered em- 
ployment to file a claim for bene- 
fits if his wages are less than $15 
a& month, but he would have to 
retire to receive such monthly 
benefits, All workers who are ap- 
proaching retirement age are ad- 
vised to consult or write the near- 
est field office of the Social Securi- 
ty Board for details. 
TUBERCULOSIS IS FOR OF 
THOSE IN PRIME OF LIFE 


In Alabama, as elswhere, tuber- 
culosis is essentially the foe of 
those in the prime of life, 

Approximately 55 per cent of all 
cases of this disease reported in 
Alabama last year occurred among 
those between 20 and 44 years of 
age, inclusive, according to the 
records of the Bureau of Prevent- 
able Diseases of the State Depart- 
ment of Health, Montgomery. 

Tuberculosis cases reported dur- 
ing the year totaled 2,784, of 
which 1,531 were among those 
more than 19 and less than 45 
years of age. Cases reported 
among those between 25 and 3¢ 
years of age, inclusive, totaling 
691, outnumbered those reported 
among persons of any other age 
period of similar length. Sixty 
cases were reported among those 
less than four years of age, while 
156 cases were reported among 
those under 15 years of age.

SOCIAL PROGRESS 


LESSON TEXT—Micah 2:9-11; Luke 
21:29-31, 34-36; I Corinthians 6:9-11, 
GOLDEN TEXT—Know ye not that 


the unrighteous shall not Inherit the 
Kingdom of God?—I Corinthians 6:9. 


“International Temperance Sun- 
day—October 29, 1939." Let us join 
with people the world over in mak- 
ing our protest against the sale and 
use of intoxicating liquors, If ev- 
ery Christian would declare himself 
on this matter now, there would be 
a tremendous impact made on this 
universal problem and notice would 
be served on the liquor industry, 
on politicians, and on unbelieving 
mankind that Christianity intends to 
do something about it. We are far 
too docile and quiet on such mat- 
ters, when we ought to speak up for 
God and for our country. 

The lesson portions may seem a 
little unrelated, but study of them 
yields three important truths re- 
garding the use of wine and strong 
drink, 

I, Lovers of Wine and Strong 
Drink Destroy Their Nation (Mic, 
2:9-11), 

That statement may surprise 
some of our self-styled patriots who 
like to wave the flag and speak 
swelling words of deyotion to our 
country and who at the same time 
love their intoxicating drinks. Mi- 
cah rightly points out that his peo- 
ple had come to the place where 
they chose men to be prophets be- 
cause they encouraged the people in 
the use of wine and strong drinks 
(v, 11). They must therefore expect 
the result which follows, namely, the 
destruction of the home and of the 
nation (vv. 9, 10). 

We are all familiar with the claim 
that prohibition retarded the ad- 
vancement of our nation and that 
its repeal would bring a return to 
higher moral standards, reduce 
crime, bring in prosperity, etc. The 
facts reveal that none of these have 
come true. Crime has increased 
by leaps and bounds under repeal, 
a situation so well known as to 
call for no proof. Moral standards 
have gone rapidly downward with 
the free use of liquor. If you don't 
believe that, ask a policeman what 
goes on in our taverns, or just 
keep your eyes half open and you 
can see for yourself, 

Just now much {fs being made of 
the many jobs which are supposed 
to have been created by the liquor 
industry. What are the facts? The 
Christian Herald tells us, ‘‘A million 
dollars spent for furniture would 
employ 339 persons, spent for boots 
and shoes 336 persons, for home 
furnishings 191 persons, for booze 
just 95 persons.’?’ And remember 
that jobs making the stuff that de- 
stroys other jobs, are not worth hav- 
ing. The man who drinks is helping 
to destroy his nation. 

tl. Christians Do Not Drink, Be- 
cause They Look for Christ’s Return 
(Luke 21:29-31, 34-36). 

If we are not “looking for that 
blessed hope and the glorious ap- 
pearing of the great God and our 
Saviour Jesus Christ’ (Titus 2:13), 
we should consider whether any of 
the things mentioned in these verses 
have gained control in our lives: 
the cares of this life, surfeiting, or 
drunkenness. But why speak to 
Christians about that? Surely they 
do not use intoxicants. Sadly 
enough, some do, Taking advantage 
of the fact that the Bible speaks of 
temperance rather than of absti- 
nence, they seek to justify an in- 
dulgence in these things, which they 
(and their neighbors) know is dis- 
honoring to God and destructive of 
their testimony and usefulness in 
the community. 

Christian, Jesus is coming again! 
He may come today! In fact, the fig 
tree (vv. 29, 30), which is the nation 
Israel, has long been shooting forth 
new branches and bearing green 
leaves. The indications are that 
Christ is coming soon, Are you 
ready to meet Him?

Being drunk is not a joke, even 
though thoughtless people laugh and 
cartoonists and writers of jokes use
